Simon O'Donnell, president of the 
Chicago Building Trades council and 
long a leading figure in labor circles, 
yesterday resigned the position he has 
held for a little more than ten years. © 


His desire to retire from & quasi-}’ 


Public position to a life of private busi- 
ness is given as the reason for his 
resignation. 
“ Entitled ‘to Rest.” 
In the office of Attorney Timothy J. 
Fell he wrote out and signed the fol- 
lowing: 


“I desire to announce the fact that 
I have tendered my resignation to the 
Chicago Building Trades council as its 
president, the resignation to take 
effect at the will of the council and 
when it has selected’ my successor. 

“I have occupied this position for 
about ten years and during that time 
have given all my best endeavors to 
the furtherance of the interests of the 
Building Trades council. I have seen 
it grow from an organization of minor 
importance to a commanding position 
in the building trades of America. 

“I believe I am now entitled to a rest 
and I have resolved to take it. 

“In retiring from active -participa- 
tion in the labor movement I wish to 
express to all my associates in the 
Buiiding Trades council, the building 
industry, the press, and the public my 
most sincere thanks for the hearty sup- 
port and codéperation they have given 
me at all times.” 

Gives Hint of Row. 

Mr. O’Donnell retires notwithstand- 
ing the fact that he has been pledged 
more than enough votes to assure his 
reélection as president. 

Thomas Kearney of the plumbers’ 
union, an opponent of O'Donnel! and a 
friend of “Tim’"’ Murphy, is said to be 
slated for the next head of the council. 

“There are lots 6f them who think 
some one else can ruh the council bet- 
ter than I,” said O'Donnell. “So I’m 
letting them have a taste of some one 
else’s leadership. I can make more 
money looking after my own interésts 
than ‘after theirs, so why shouldn't I?” 

War Work Wins Praise. 

O’Donnell has made the council pow- 
erful. He also made it an asset to the 
government during the war. The 
council covered itself with such glory 
during 1917 and 1918 that in May, 1919, 
its delegates adopted a unanimous res, 
olution continuing O’Donnellvand his 
associates in office until May 31, 1921 
—though they were elected for annua’ 
terms only. | 

The delegates stated in this resolu- 
tion that organized labor was facing 
a grave crisis and had to have these of- 
ficers to maintain its prestige. 

“Is labor going to hold what it has 
gained?” the resolution reads in part. 
“This depends absolutely on labor it- 
self and particularly on the leaders of 
the Chicago Building Trades council.” 

“The great war for democracy could 
not be successfully waged without the 
active codperation of the Building 
Trades council,” says another para- 
graph. 

O'Donnel! during the war had a dom- 
inant part in the Liberty loan, -Red 
Cross, Y¥.

“CANCEL DEBTS, 
INSURE PEACE,” 
BRYAN PROGRAM 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 13.—World 
peace, “ universal and perpetual,” can 
be purchased with the teri billions of 
dollars the allied goverriments owe the 
United States, W. J. Bryan declared 
in an address here tonight before the 
World Brotherhood congress. He sug- 
gested that cancellation of the war 
debt would go far towards the build. 
ing up of a spirit that would remove 
thé chief causes of conflict between 
nations. 

“Our nation,” Mr. Bryan eaid, “ has 
such an opportunity to serve the world 
as no other nation has had and as this 
nation never had before: The allies 
owe us nearly ten billions of dollars 
and they cannot pay it. If they did 


pay it they would have to collect it f 9 


from their enemies, and they could 
not collect this sum in addition to 
their own demands without sowing the 


seeds of a war more bloody than the, 


one out of which we have come. 

“Our nation can use this debt to 
buy world peace, universal and per- 
petual. It can afford to cancel this 
debt on condition that the terms of the 
treaty are so modified as to bring the 
nations of Europe together in friend- 
ship and codperation.”

“Judging by the knowledge gained 
only from the ciikes that Have been 
brought before me,” the genera] de 
clared, “I think that the marine corps 
has been sadly lacking in right and jus- 
tice, and I look_to you to see that this 
is corrected, and corrected at once. 

“I was shocked beyond expression to 
hear of such things and to know that it 
was at ail possible that duty could be 
so badly performed by marines of any 
class. 

Wouldn’t Tolerate Actions. 

“I want personal instructions sent to 
every officer and noncommissioned offi- 
cer both with the marines and gen- 
darmerie {Haitian constabulary] that 
conditions as shown by the evidence of 
the trial of the privates above referred 
to must be corrected and that such ac- 
tion cannot be tolerated fot a moment.”

He is 
considered an authority on fasting as 
applied to regulation of bodily iis. 

“When fasting a man lives off the 
f of his body’ and gradually .con-' 
surmes nearly all bodily fat, reducing 
the weights by two-thirds before 
death,” said Dr. Arnold. 

“The liver and kidneys are richest 
in fats and they become reduced al- 
most to jnothing through the body's 
absorption. | 

“ Just as a camel lives from the fat 
of its hump, 380 a man draws nut.1- 
ment and nourishment from the facs 
of his body. The brain is the organ 
containing the least fat, and that is 
why the brain is unaffected and fast- 
ers maintain lucidity until the end. 

‘-If no water is drunk to carry off 
the residue from the fat consume, 
the patient dies speedily, not of thirst 
or starvation, but from poisoning hy 
waste matter which has not been 
flooded out. 

“If Mr. MacSwiney starts eating it 
will take months for him to return to 
normal, as hem could start only by tak- 
ing weak sugary solutions. Any solid 
matter would induce nausea and 
cause death rapidly.

the hopes of idealists to guarantee the peace of 
the world, to do justice to weak people, to disarm 
and to substitute law for violence. In the knowl- 


edge of realists, to consolidate the territorial gains 
of the dominant nations of Europe, to disperse their 
enemies, and weaken them for generations, if not 
fcrever, and to hold the power which the war gave 
them and the resources all over the world which 
were taken after victory. $ | 

Japan entered the new era by taking Shantung, 
a Chinese province of nearly 40,000,000 inhabitants, 
all rebellious against Japanese rule. If the United 
States had demanded dominion over 40,000,000 
Canadians the affair could have been no worse. 
The only reason there is not a war of-arms now 


between China and Japan is because the Chinese 
politics | know that they have not an army which could fighr 
the Japanese army. They are fighting with the 
bcycott. 


That is the best they can do now. If 
they ever can do more they will do it. 

If they ever can fight successfully to throw the 
Japanese out, or if they ever think they can, they 
will try it. Would the United Stateg be the ally of 
Japan in this aggression? Under the covenant of 
the league, yes.

At the very birth of freedom and universal peace 
the most pacific member of the league of nations 
was offered up to the most militaristic. 

Can any advocate of the league of nations assert 
that these are not the facts? Is not China, the 
friend of the United States, handed over, under thia 
scheme of freedom, to Japan, the potentia] enemy of 
the United States? Is not this done, this Pprovoca- 
tion of war, in the name of peace, and are we not 
asked to give it our moral indorsement in the name 
of universal peace?

| No poultry house is satisfactory un- 
less its floor is dry, rat-proof, and sani- 
tary. Concrete is the best solution. 

' Permanent floors that last for years 
may be made with cement, but the 
work must be done properly. A suit- 
able concrete foundation should first 
be provided to support the outer edges 
and to prevent rats from burrowing 


It is necessary to make the floor six 
to twelve inches above the ground 
‘lgvel, depending on the nature of the 
When the soil is heavy or 
the floor is to be built in a low, damp 
location, an elevation of twelve inches 
is advisable, while a sandy gravel may 
require only a six inch elevation. In 
all clay soils, where there is danger of 
water collecting around the. poultry 
house, special attention should be given 
to the underground drainage. 

Proper insulation is essential to dry- 
ness. A layer of several inches of 
gravel, broken stones, or coarse cinders 
is sufficient, except in especially damp 
places, where a one-ply 4arred paper 
may be effectively spread on top of the 
filling, with the concrete laid directiy 
on top of this. > 

Coarse cinders, such as those pro- 
duced at factories, may be used for 
the concrete base, as well as for the 
insulation. 

, Always provide nston cracks, di. 
viding the floor into blocks or sections, 
as is done where wide pavement is 
being laid, cutting through the surface 
with a trowel, or lay alternate sec-

C. M. ALEXANDER, 
THE EVANGELIST, 
DIES IN ENGLAND 


Charles McCallon Alexander, the 
noted evangelist, died suddenly yester- 
day at his home in Birmingham, Eng- 
Born at Marysville, Tenn., Oct. 24, 


} 1867, Mr. Alexander Mad not quite fin- 


ished the fifty-third year of a life dedi- 
Gated to-religious work. 
It was in '1902 that Mr. Alexander 
firat came into conspicuous notice 
throughout the glish , speaking 
world, having accompanied Dr. R. A, 
Torrey, then superintendent of’ the 
Moody Bible ingtitute, on a world 
evangelistic tour. 
Following bis campaigns with Dr. 
Torrey, extending over three or four 
years, Mr. Alexander foined the late 
Rev. J. Wilbur party, and, 
pesotapanied by his wife, formerly 
Miss Helen Cadbury of Birmingham, 
toured thé principal ci of this coun- 
try and many abroad with remarkable 
‘Buccess. It was some ten 
years ago that the Chapman-Alexan- 
der campaign was heli in Chicago, 
with centers on the north, west, and 


sides. 
Mr. Alexander spent the first week 
of July, last, at the Moody Bible insti- 
tute, where he had'received the train- 
ing which launched him on his éareer
